BACKGROUND 

In June 2007, now disgraced former Department of Commerce Office of 
Inspector General Rachel ONDRIK nee GARRISON executed a seizure warrant 
against KARRON and seized all of KARRON’s computers, personal, corporate 
and government related. 

In the fall/winter of 2007, those computers were housed at the Department of 
Commerce Office of Inspector General Computer Crime Lab in the Hoover 
Building in Washington DC. By stipulation of the court, KARRON paid 30,000 
cover costs for the prosecution to make a forensically clean and admissible copy of 
the business computer system by Art EUHAN and his technicians. Over that winter 
two sets of copies were made, a set of the file system split up and copied onto 10 
each one terabyte disk drives, for the Defense, and another copy was made onto 
500-gigabyte drives, purchased by KWOK for the government which we can 
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assume numbered some 20 drives total. 

The existence or non-existence of exculpatory information on the 
government's copy of KARRON’s records can be established by reviewing the 
government's copy of this data. 

Should exculpatory information be present on these drives it was the 
obligation of the government to advise the defense of this fact. At trial, there was 
no evidence provided from these drives. KWOK, during the trial and in pre-trial 
hearing dismissed “pawing through all that material”. Almost all trial evidence 
was obtained from the prosecution’s star witness KARRON’s former accountant 
Joan HAYES, CPA. 

It has recently come to the attention of the Defendant and Counsel that Joan 
HAYES, CPA was the author of extremely material exculpatory documents and 
exculpatory information. Had the trial jury been aware of this information no 
competent juror on the panel would have returned a guilty vote. This information 
has been confirmed by an unimpeachable subject matter expert. 

If the drives were destroyed, that is important information that needs to be 
verified. If the drives were destroyed, the defense may make the adverse 
assumption that the drives were destroyed because they contained exculpatory 
documents that could have vitiated the prosecution’s case against KARRON. 

If the drives exist in the case archives, because of their age, special 
techniques will be required to recover the information on the disk platters. The 
drives must be treated with extreme care because of their age.

Pictures and or inventory log is acceptable evidence from the DoJ 
case archives.
